September, 1965, the Pakistani troops entered the Indian 
territory and entrenched themselves near Tanot in Jaisalmer 
District. 

On the night of 25th September, 1965 Inspector Narain 
Singh was sent with a fighting patrol of his Company on a 
reconnalsance. In order to assess the strength of the Pakis- 
tani forces and to get intelligence about their weapons, etc. 
Shri Narain Singh, with his patrol, made efforts deliberately 
to draw the fire of Pakistani forces. The latter started firing 
at 0600 hours on 26th September with small arms as well 
as 3" mortars and medium machine guns. The Indian patrol 
had only rifles and Bren guns. Seeing that the enemy forces 
were much superior in number and firepower, Shri Narain 
Singh decided to extricate his Company from this difficult 
position. He engaged the Pakistani forces with one of his 
platoons and thus enabled the rest of his Company to with- 
draw. The Pakistani forces tried to encircle him and when 
they were trying to close within the grenade throwing dis- 
tance. Shri Narain Singh himself killed two Pakistani soldiers 
before receiving a bullet wound in his chest. Despite this 
wound. Shri Narain Singh remained in command and en- 
couraging his men in a cool and calm manner, succeeded in 
tactically withdrawing out of the danger zone. He brought 
information regarding the Pakistani forces which proved of 
great value to the Army authorities. 

fn this action Shri Narain Singh displayed leadership and 
devotion to duty of a high order and set an inspiring example 
of personal bravery.

— The Government o( India have re- 
ceived tho Administration Report of the Port of Bombay for 
the year 1966-67. The noteworthy features for the Report 
are reviewed below : — 

2. Financial Position 

The total revenue of the Port Trust during the year under 
review was Rs. 2,077.71 lakhs as against Rs. 2,064.33 lakhs 
in the previous year. The total expenditure during the year 
1966-67 was Rs. 1,883.41 lakhs as against Rs. 1,692.99 lakhs 
in the year 1965-66. There was thus a surplus of Rs. 194.30 
lakhs. The increase in expenditure was mainly under the 
headings General charges. Wet Docks, Lands & Bulidings and 
Railway Dparunent and was due to increase in staff, dearness 
allowance, payment of second interim relief, payment of 
arrears on account of revision of pay scales, ex-gratia pay- 
ments in lieu of bonus, children’s educational assistance 
schemes. 

The total balance in the Port Trust’s Reserve Funds 
amounted to Rs. 39.39 crores at the end of the year 1966-67. 
Of the outstanding debt of Rs. 14/56 crores, the amount due 
to the public was Rs. 5.68 crores and to Government Rs. 7.91 
crores, the balance of Rs. 0.97 crores being internal loans 
held by the Trustees themselves. For repayment of loans, 
the Trustees have built up a balance of Rs. 6.25 crores in the 
General Sinking Fund and of Rs. 3.12 crores in a Suspense 
Account to repay the loan taken from Government for the 
Marine Oil Terminal. 

3. Traffic 

The dead weight tonnage handled at the port during 1966- 
67 was 18,266,000 tonnes of which Imports accounted for 

13.227.000 and Exports 5,039,000. The corresponding 
figures of imports and exports during the previous year were 

12.976.000 and 5,140,000 tonnes respectively, totalling 

18.116.000 tonnes. 

The total traffic handled during the year set up and all- 
time high record for the port. 

The number of overseas passengers . who used the port 
during 1966-67 was 1,23,761 while the number of coastal 
passengers was 6,33,475. 

4. Shipping 

The number of vessels, which entered the Port during the 
year 1966-67 was 3,062 of 22.00 million gross registered tons 
as against 2,958 of 21.72 million tons in 1965-66. The 
largest vessel, which entered the Port during the year was 
the s.s, “Rotterdam", with a gross tonnage of 38,621. 
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The number of sailing vessels which used the port during 
the year 1966-67 was 33,528 as against 34,329 during the 
year 1965-66. 

During the year 1966-67, 113 vessels used the Dry Docks. 
The number of vessels which were berthed in the Wet Docks 
for repair purposes was 73 including 15 Vessels berthed at 
the Alexandra Docks.
